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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments regarding claim 1 1 
and its dependants as well as claim 13 and its dependant are not persuasive. Regarding claim 1 1 , Lonn discloses that "the method of 
determining the outline could also employ an auto-sensing mechanism which allow positioning of the detector close to the outline without 
requiring predetermined reference positions" (C:7 L23-27). This is motivation enough to allow for the combination that results in a method 
that is not patentably distinguishable from the instant application. Regarding claim 13, the disclosure of Lonn as cited above allows for the 
combination with Stephan to produce an appartus that is not patentably distinguishable from the instant application . 
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
